Culmination of Investigation. 

Washington, July 17.—The issuance of a 
bench warrant for the arrest of George 
W. Beavers formerly chief of the division 
6f sAlaries and allowances, in the post- 
office department, is the culmination of 
an investigation into varf~us branches of 
his department that has been in progress 
at intervals since his sudder resignation 
from officesdast spring. One of the first 
resulm™ as the cancellation of 3.46 pro- 
motions that had been passed on by him, 
to take effect at postoffices throughout 
the country during the present fiscal 
year. 

The case on which the presentment of 
the grand jury is based. it is said, is a 
more recent development. 

It is said that it was only within the 
past two or three days that the evidence 
finaliy owas secured that furnished a 
pasis for action by the federal grand 
jury. Chief Postoffice Inspector Coch- 
ran and Inspector Walter § Mayer, of 
Chicago, who worked up the case 
against August W. Machen, the former 
head of the free delivery service, have 
figured conspicuously in obtaining the 
evidence. 

The authorities are now searching for 
Mr. Beavers to place him under arrest.

Orezlia Is Arranging for Conclave, 
Just as Though Leo Were Al- 
ready Dead—When He’s 
Asleep the Pontiff 
Seems To Be Dead. 
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$DOZEN SNAPSHOTS TAKEN 
OF THE MORIBUND POPE 


Paris, July 18.~The Rome corre- 
spondent of The Galios says when 
Dr. Mazzoni entered the sick room 
yesterday morning and found the 
pope seated in his arm chair and 
feeling less exhausted, hie said: 

“What would you. say, holy 
father, if the doctor transformed 
himself into a photographer?” 

“By all means, my good Maz- 
zoni,"’ replied Pope [.eo, smiling. 
Dr. Mazzoni then produced @ 
camera and took a dozen shots of 
Pope Leo, who was seated with Dr. 
Lapponi standing beside him and 
his valet, Centra, kneeling at his 
feet. i

the pope is better, but.he is no worse’. 

In these words Dr, WLapponi 
up for the Associated Preas this evening 
the pontiff’s:°condition at the end of the 
second week of his illness, in all the va- 
rving periods of which the pontiff has 
scarcely Nad a quieter Way than this, 
with the result that tonight’s official 
bulletin declares him to be a little less 
depressed. 

In the morning after a night during 
which stimulants and nursing restored 
him to a fairly zo00d condition, the pope 
complained of soreness, due to the many 
days he has passed jn hed. To relieve 
this and to humor him, the patient was 
allowed to sit in his arm chair for a 
srort time, with apparent good effect. 
The celédration of mass jin honor of St. 
Teo .and the pope’s conversation with 
Mgr. Pifferi were the only other incidents 
which today relieved the tedium of the 
sick chamber. 

From tonight's examination of the nope 
it appears that the liquid in the pleura 
remains at about the same level, which 
is marked with a dermographic pencil on 
the pontiff's side. The physicians think 
the Iiquid amounts to about 1,200 grams. 
Considering the condition of the pope the 
doctors do not believe it possible that 
his body can absorb ft. as might a strong, 
young, well-nourished organism, 

Pope Receives Rampolla. 

After the visit of the physiclans the 
nope received Cardinal Rampolla. who 
remained in the cick room only a few 
‘minutes. He again gave the pontiff a full 
report of the prayers offered in his he- 
half all over the world. His holiness. rais- 
ing both hands, said: 

“I bless all those who pray to God 
for me.” 

In vatican circles there ts gossiping 
over the great reception given by Mer. 
Adjuti at Lisbon, to celebrate his eleva- 
ticn to the cardinalate, and also over the 
solemnity with which Cardinal Aliard! 
today took possession of his new office 
of vice chancellor of the church. The Aa- 
sociated Press correspondent, however, 
learns that the pope hilmself. in his last 
interview with Cardinal Allardi urged 
the performance of today’s ceremony. 

In sharp contrast with these ceremo- 
nies are the continuous preparations at 
the vatican for the death of the pontiff. 
A huge spit twelve feet long, which has 
been used for roasting food for the con- 
claves since the time of Gregory XVI 
was brought from an old store room to- 
day and will be employed to roast quar- 
ters of beef for the isolated cardinals 
while they are deliberating in the con- 
clave over the election of the successor 
to Leo XIII. , 

During the night as well as throughout 
the morning the pope continued calmer 
and his breathing was better. While he 
does not want any one constantly in the 
room, the pontiff rings frequently for 
trivial causes, thus showing beyond doubt 
his desire for companionship. He takes 
very frequently sips of meat broth, al- 
ternated with half spoonsful of gelatine. 
His urine continues scarce, amounting in 
the last twenty-four hours to 36 cubie 
centimeters. 

Appears Dead When Asleep. 

When asleep the pontiff appears to be 
dead. His chéeks dare sunken, his eyes 
are hollow and his jaws are exceptionaily 
prominent, the skin being tightly drawn 
over the bones. When awake the pope 


‘usually appears to retain life only in his 


prilliant black eyes, though he recovered 
the lucidity of his mind this morning and 
gave fresh proof of his wonderful mem- 
ory, saying: 5

Seizing Borneo Islands 


They Do Not Consider It an. Act of 
Aggression, but Say It Is Re- 
sult of Misunderstanding 
or Part of War Ship’s 

', Commander.

London, July 17.—According to authori- 


tative dispatches received here an Amer- 
ican war ship visited a number of isiands 


on the northwest coast of Borneo some | 


weeks ago and hoisted American flags 
and erected American tablets on several 
of the islafds, all of which are said to be 
British. They are Baguan, Taganac, 
Rakkungaan, Lihiman, Boaam, Sibaung 
‘and Lankayan, all within a few miles of 
@ach other and spread over an area of 
40 miles. Taganac and Boaam, both of 
which command the harbor of Sandakan 
(the capital of British North Rorneo) are 
the largest. Each is about a mile long. 
They. are all uninhabited, but are shown 
on the admiralty charts. 

The affair is regarded here as being, 
without doubt, the result of a misunder- 
standing on the part of the commander 
of the American man of war. The action 
is not considered to be, in any way, an 
act of aggression. 

No Possibility for Trouble. 

Washington, July 17.—It Is learned at 
‘he state department that there have 
been no representations recently from 
the British government touching the 
ownership of the small islands of the 
south of the Philippine archipelago and 
edjacent to the coast of Borneo. Nor 
is anything known here of the recent 
naval operations in that corner of the 
world, although the fact is recalled that 
about a year ago one of the American 
gunboats cruising in those waters did 
visit some of the native chieftains on 
the smaller kevs and asserted American 
sovereignty. It is believed here that 
there is no possibility for trouble grow- 
ing out of this incident. 

The sultan of Jolo possesses both tem- 
poral and spiritual power over the Mo- 
hammedan inhabitants, not only of his 
own group of islands, but of the north 
coast of Borneo and the adjacent islands 
and the assertion of spiritual power over 
such of the natives as live under the 
British flag in Borneo and the near-by 
islands may have led to the supposition 
that the United States government was 
improperly asserting sovereignty over 
British soil.

SUGAR FACTORY 
FOR VALDOSTA 


Beet Sugar Men To Invest 
Money in Cane Pro- 
duct. 


Valdosta, Ga., July 17.—(Special.)—The 
Valdosta boafd of trade is working for 
the establishment of a mammoth cané 
sugar factory in this city. Michigan 
beet sugar men are behind the enterprise 
and désire to establish a large central 
factory in this section. The factory will 
cost approximately $500,000 and will have 
a capacity of 600 tons and more of sugar 
per day. 

To secure the establishment of the 
factory here it is necéssary for the farm- 
ers to guarantee to grow cane enough 
to supply the factory. The promoters 
want contracts covering 2,000 acres of 
cane within a radius of 50 miles of Val- 
dosta by rail, and the indications are 
now. that there will be no.trouble in se- 
curing that quantity. 

It is underst0Ood thatr$4 per ton will be 
paid for the cané deliveréd at the mill, 
and ac it can be delivered within a radivs 
of: 56 milés at ‘about 50°céents per ton, 
the growers will receive $3.50 per ton 
net. At fifteen tons per acre, which is 
probably less than the..average yield, 
Srowers would receive $52.5 per acre for 
their cane. Yields’ of twenty-five and 
thirty tons to the acre are not unusual. 

The promotion committee of ‘the board 
of trade has the matter.in hand, ahd 
are taking steps to insure the planting: of 
the necessary amount of cane next sea- 
gon. 

The board of trade is also working 
actively to secure the location here of 
the Gulf States Refining Company, which 
proposes to erect @ factory for making 
starch from cassava. The indications 
are bright for the establishment of this 
enterprise here.

“Far removed from your mafesty’s 
dominions, living under different condi- 
tions and owing allegiance to another 
government, your petitioners yet venture, 
in the name of civilization, to plead for 
religious liberty and tolerance: to plead 
that he who led his own people and all 
others to the shrine of peace will add 
new luster to his retgn and fame by 
leading a new movement that shall com- 
mit the whole world in opposition to re- 
ligious persecutions.’ ’’ 

“T am instructed to ask whether the 
petition will be réceived by your ex- 
cellency to be submitted to the gracious 
consideration of his majesty. In that 
case the petition will be at once forward- 
ed to St. Petersburg. 

“YT avall myself, ete., ete. 

“You will report at the earliest possi-. 
ble moment your execution of this in- 
struction. HAY.” 


Petition Refused. 


» This was sent on the 15th of July and 


n the same day Mr. Riddle was in- 
formed by the Russian minister of for- 
eign affairs that, in view of the pub- 
lications which had appeared in the 
newspapers. the Russian government 
wished to notify him that the proposed 
petition would not be received under 
any circumstances and that this resolu- 
tion of the Russiah government was 
taken independent of any consideration 
of the substance or the terms of the pe- 
tition. On the receipt of this informa- 
tion the secretary of state addressed the 
following letter to Messrs. Strauss, Wolff 
and Levy: 

“Sirs: I am directed by the president 
to acquaint you that this department is 
informed by the American embassy in 
St. Petersburg that the imperial govern- 
ment of Russia has declined to receive 
or consider the petition in relation to 
the condition of the Jews in Russia 
which was addressed to his majesty, the 
emperor, by a large number of citizens 
of the United States, and which this 
department, by direction of the president 
and at your request, undértook to trans- 
mit to its high destination. I am, sirs, 
very respectfully yours, 

“JOHN HAY.” 


Roosevelt Not Surprised. 

Oyster Bay, L. I., July 17.—President 
Roosevelt was ‘not surprised that the 
Russien government should decline to re- 
celve the B'Nai Brith petition or any 
other representations regarding the Kish- 
inef massacre. The policy of Russia had 
been forecasted officially. The tone of 
Russia’s declination was recefved here 
last night In a long telegram from Sec- 
retary Hay. Toward midnight the presi- 
dent sent to Secretary Hay an extended 
reply. The contents of neither of the 
messages are disciosed, although it is 
known that the president requested the 
secretary to make public the action of 
this government respecting the incident. 
" President Roosevelt has no statement 
to make at this time regarding the mat- 
ter. Whatever information the adminis- 
tration may care to make public concern- 
ing it will be given out by the state 
department at Washington. It can be 
said to be absolutely unlikely that fur- 
ther efforts will be made to induce the 
Russian government to receive the peti- 
tion. It is certain that after so frank 
and unequivocal a refusal to receive the 
petition Russia would regard the bring- 
ing cf pressure to bear upon her to in- 
duce her acceptance ‘of the .representa- 
tion se an act of distinct unfriendliness, 
-As the actual presentation of the petition 
involved no question of principie and 
substantially the result hoped for by the 
promotion of the movement concerning 
the Kishinef outrages had been achieved 
by calling Russia’s attention @ the peti- 
tion the probabilities are that the inci- 
fdent will be considered as closed.

Levi Talks of Pet..ion. 

Leon N. Levi, when informed of the 
action by Secretary Hay regarding the t 
petition to the czar of Russia against { 
the massacre of Jews, said he had not 
yet received Mr, Hay’s telegram. How- 
ever, On the strength of the information 
brought to him by the Associated Press 
he made the following statement: 

“The answer made by Russia to Secre- 
tary Hay’s note is no surprise to me. 
While, of course, it was within the range 
of possibility that the czar and his min- 
isters would be moved by considerations 
of humanity and expediency to cour- 
teously receive a petition from the Amer- 
ican people, it was well understood that 
the probabilities were all the other way. 
The movement, however, has had al] the 
00d effects that were in contemplation 
and even more. It has enabled the Amer- 
ican people and the government to make 
an enduring record of their views of the 
Kishinef horror, It has brought the em- 
phatic expression of those views home, 
not only to the people of Russia, but to 
the Russian emperor and his ministers. 
They have become acquainted with the 
contents of the petition, not only by see- 
ing it in the press,.but also because its 
full text was communicated in the note 
which asked if the original would be re- 
ceived 

“The petition being’ now an official doc- 
ument, and vreserved in the archives of 
the United States, wilt forever testify to 
the lofty humanity of the people, which 
is so splendidly represented by the signers, 
and of the president and hig official 
advisers. 

“There, too, it will remain as a witness 
that the friendship of Russia for. the 
United States was not strong enough to 
permit a respectful appeal for religious 
morte, made by citizens of thts coun- 
ry. 


Petition Did Good, However. 


‘T am convinced, too, that the influence 
in Russia of the petition and of the agi- 
tation which preceded it has been power- 
ful and good. 

‘The number and character of the sig- 
natures to the petition stamp it as a con- 
vincing expression of the religious toler- 
ance and sympathy of the American peo- 
ple. It. is doubtful if three has ever been 
in this country such a representative writ- 
ten expression of opinion. The people, 
without regard to racial, religious ar po- 
litical affiliations, have stood behind the 
president in his manly and humane ac- 
tivity. 

“The precise method of conveying the 
petition was never regarded by us ag of 
controlling importance, and when Russia 
inglicated, semi-officially, that it -would 
be unacceptable, we deemed it best for 
the interests of this country and of the 
Jews in Russia to avoid a course that 
would produce unnecessary frritation. It 
was, therefore, that we, upon our own ini- 
tiative, and without any suggestion what- 
soever, besought President Roosevelt to 
alter his decision to send the signed pe- 
tition and to transmit its text instead.

Justice Calhoun Upholds Governor 
Longino in Freeing Nance. 
Jackson, Miss., July 17.—(Special.)—As- 
gociate Justice S. 8S. Calhoon, of the 8u- 
preme court, has written a letter giving 


> an explanation of the pardon granted to 


John Nagee, a negto sent to the peniten- 
tiary in 1868 to serve a life term for 
criminal assault, and whose recent Te- 
lease by the governor has caused some 
criticism. Justice Calhoon was the pros- 
ecuting attorney for the Yazoo district 
thirty-three years ago and prosecuted 
the negro for the alleged crime. He states 
that at the time he entertained grave 


‘doubts as to the negro’s guilt, especially 


@s he was permitted to live long enough 
to come to trial, and there was nq senti- 


‘ment against him whatever in the com- 


munity and no disposition to do violence. 
The law at that time did not pecmit the 
@ccused to testify in his own behalf, and 
Justice Calhoon states that there is no 
question whatever as to the propriety of 


‘gtanting the pardon after the negro had 


gerved faithfully for thirty-three ¢years 
in the penitentiary. Ex-Chief Justice 
J. A. P. Campbell, who presided at the 
trial, being then circuit Judge of the 
district, concurs in the belief, and it was 
on the recommendation of these two ju-

Oglethorpe Misdemeanor Camp. 
The order of the prison commission in 
regard to the Broach camp, which has 
been under investigation, exonerates the 
commissioners of Oglethorpe county in the 
matter of the more serious charges, find- 
ing against them only in those matters in 
which they stated to the commission 
their. inability to know just what was 
expected of them. One of these was em- 
braced in the charge that they did not 
give convicts sufficient credit for ‘‘good 
time.”’ It was pointed out at the hearing 
that the fault was probably with the 
rule of the commission, or rather with 
the workings of that rule, rather than 
with the lessees. This rule will be 
changed so that there can be no misunder- 
standing of its intent. The order of the 
commission reads as follows:

“Specification 5, viz, ‘Failure to provide 
proper focd, clothing, tobacco and sleep- 
ing quarters,’ was not proven. ‘ 

“The investigation showed that this 
chaingang is operated solely in the in- 
terest of private parties and to no extent 
in the interest of the county of Ogle- 
thorpe, but there appeared to be a bona 
fide attempt upon the part of the county 
authorities to act within the pale of the 
law. The legality of the establishment 
and operation of such a chaingang is a 
question for the courts, and the commis- 
sion will therefore express no opinion 
upon this feature. 

“Inasmuch as the failure to provide 
transportation and the failure to allow 
i time seems, from the evidence, to 

ave grown out of a misconstruction of 
the law, rather than to have been wilfully 
and maliciously fone, the removal of the 
convicts from the custody of the county 
authorities will not be ordered, especially 
as the commission is assured that these 
violations of the law and rules will not 
again occur, and that all other laws and 
rules of the commission will be faithfully

‘Aftermath of the Charities and Correc- 
tion convention, recently held in this

city. appeared at. the senate end of the 
capito! yesterday in the shape of a bill 
to provide for the appointment of pro- 
beition officers in the larger cities of the 
state. 

This was introduced by 
at ithe request of Mrs. E. 
other ladies who were so much interest- 
ed in the excellent work accomplished 
by these probation officers in other parts 
of the country, as reported at the con- 
ference. It authorizes the appointment 
of such officers in cities of 30,000 and up- 
ward when tthe mayor and council de- 
sire. Under this bill the recorders or 
judges of police courts are made the 
appointing powers, the officers so selected 
to serve at the pleasure of the court 
making the appointment. The bill, in 
specifying the power of such probation 
officer, sets forth that in any case 
which, wpon investigation by this: pro- 
bation Officer, seems worthy it is to be 
lawful, if the court so desires, to sus- 
pend the imposition of the usual penalty 
in order that the person may be placed 
on probaition under the care of the pro- 
bation officer. The court is to prescribe 
rules and regulations for the government 
of the probation officers and of the per- 
sons committed to the charge of those 
officers. 


To Revise School Laws. 

The necessity for a revision of the 
school laws of the state in order to 
straighten out the discrepaneies in the 
statutes as they stand is recognized by 
the senate’s adoption yesterday of a joint 
resolution, introduced by Messrs. Comas 
and Dodd. This reade as follows: 

“Whereas, there now exists certain 
grave discrepancies in our present school 
laws Which should be amended or changed 
so as to brimg our system of public 
schools to the highest state of efficiency; 
therefore 

“Be it resolved, That a committee of 
three from the senate and five from 
the house be appointed a committee to 
act with the state school commissioner 
to consider ithis matter and report to the 
present session what changes are needed 
relative thereto.”

Analysis in Crimina] Cases. 

The recent experience of the authorities 
of Tattnall county, who, in their desire 
to have an analysis made in a criminal 
case, were confronted, the other day, 
with the fact that there is no law mak- 
ing this the duty of the state chemist, is 
responsible for a bill introduced by Sena- 
tor McLean yesterday. Senator McLean 
lives in Tattnall. The purpose aimed at 
in the measure introduced by him yes- 
terday if to secure the cooperation of the 
office of the state chemist in such crimi- 
nal cases as it may be required in order 
to meet the ends of justice. The bill 
provides that the state chemist shall 
analyze and report to the proper author- 
ities the result of analysis made upon a 
stomach or other part of the body of any 
human being whose death was caused, 
or could have been caused, by poison. He 
is not required to make such analysis 
except upon application of the ordinary 
of the county, indorsed by the solicitor 
general where the crime, or alleged 
crime, was committed. 


Criminal Insane by Themselves. 
The separation of the criminal insane 
from other insane wards of the state 
is desired by Senator Merritt, who has 
introduced a Bill for that purpose. The

sion shall make such provisions for the 
care, maintenance and medical treat- 
ment of such insane convicts as is prop- 
er in such cases; provided, that such 
convicts as are now in the state sanita- 
rium under the provisions of either sec- 
tion 1183 or 1186 of the criminal code, 
shall be returned by the superintendent 
thereof to the prison commission so soon 
as arrangements have been made io care 
for said convict ag is provided in this 
act. 
First Franchise Arbitration. 

The report from the first franchise tax 
arbitration was received by Comptroller 
General’ Wright yesterday. This came 
frcm the gentlemen who have had in 
hand the Wrightsville and Tennille, Hon. 
J. Pope Brown representing the state, 
and Mr. Alex Akerman representing the 
company. This company’s franchise had 
been assessed by Comptroller General 
Wright at $117,000. The value placed upon 
it by the arbitrators is $70,000.

the state, including Mercer law school, 
Emory law school, the Atlanta Law 
school and the law school of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia. Inasmtch as the Atlanta 
School] and the Emory law school are no 
longer open, and the university law 
school complies with the requirements 
in other respects, having a two-years’ 
course, the bill affected only the: Mer- 
cer law school. 

A committee from the trustees of Mer- 
cer apeared before the committee to op- 
pose the bill.

State Board of Health. 

The house committee on hygiene and 
sanitation yesterday made a favorable 
report on the bill proposing to establish 
a state board of health for Georgia. This 
bill is a substiture for a similar measure 
introduced some'time ago by Dr. Whit- 
ley, of Douglas.

' the approval of the governor and attor- 


ney general, and is in the shape and 
form desired by the physicians of the 
State, a committee having recently been 
appointed from their number to take 
the matter in hand. Dr. James B. Baird 
and Dr. Willis F. Westmoreland ap- 
peared before the committee yesterday 
afternoon and made brief talks fn behalf 
of the measure. The bill was approved 
With practically no opposition. 


Adjutant General Bird. 

The military committee of the house 
wrestled again with the bill relating to 
the appointiment of an adjutant genera! 
yesterday afternoon. This bill was in- 
troduced by Mr. Adams, of Putnam, and 
proposed to amend the military law 
Passed at the last session so as to make 
confederate veterans eligible for appotnt- 
ment to the position of adjutant general. 

Colonel Clifford L. Anderson and As- 
sistant Adjutant General J. Q. Nash ap- 
peared before the committee to oppose 
the bill. There was no disposition on 
the part of the milftia officers to have 
disqualified confederate veterans. 
only expfessed the desire that ‘any one 
appointed to the office should be thor 
Oughly qualified for it. 

Finally an agreement was reached by 
which the governor wil] be unrestricted 
in making the appointment, except that 
the person appointed must stand an ex- 
amination to be prepared by the field of- 
cers’ examining board. This amendment 
was satisfactory to all parties. and the 
bill in this shape was favorably re- 
ported. 


Uniform “Text-Books. 


The house committee on education held 
& very brief meeting yesterday after- 
noon and promptly made a favorable re- 
port on the substitute bill providing for 
a uniform systenfof text books for the 
common schools of the state. To this 
bill are attached the names of Messrs. 
West, of Lowndes: Mitchell, of Thomas 
and Whitley, of Douglas. 

The bill is similar in most respects to 
that of Senator Dodd, of the forty-third, 
which was recently Passed by the sen- 
ate.

Federal Grand Jury at Mont- 
gomery Complimented by 
Judge Jones. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 17.—(Special.)— 
The federal grand jury today made its 
final report showing they had returned 
ninety-nine true bills, involving eighteen 
persons, for peonage and conspiracy. The 
jury reported that conspiracies were 
formed. and carried in two localities 
between justices of peace, constables and 
employers of convict ignorant 
and defenseless persons and seli them 
into involuntary servitude that the par- 
ties mighitt make pecuniary profit. 

The report then gives detailed accounts 
of how these things were carried on and 
adds that the state authorities, although 
the offense has gone on for several years, 
cannot punish the offenders because of 
their influence, the timidity of witnesses 
and the unwillingness of jurors. of the 
vicinity to do their full duty. 

The grand jury further says these 
things exist in only two localities and 
they are gratified to report “‘that such 
a state of things exists nowhere else in 
the district. We set out the facts in 
this report without exaggeration or the 
one hand or extenuation on the other. 
We think that the ttruest friends to our 
people are those who tell the exact 
truth as to these matters. The great 
body of the people in this district, save 
very few, who are lost to all sense of 
justice and wish to profit by oppression, 
are violently opposed to these practices.” 

Judge Jones complimented the jury, 
saying: 

“The time is not far distant, if it is 
not now here, when all right thinking, 
honorable people will realize and declare 
that in setting the laws of the United 
States in motion to prevent outrages 
upon helpless and ignorant citizens of 
Alabama, who are as well citizens of the 
United States, and under its protection, 
you have been the truest and best de- 
fenders also of the honor of the South, 
the state and its people.”

Secretary Hay has sg te se by the 
wisdom and persistence of his diplo- 
macy in securing the open door policy 
in Manchuria. His success will be 
hailed and praised by other countries 
‘whose statesmen have tried and been 
baffled in attempts to achieve what he 
has sé consummately brought to pass. 

It is a gain for them second only to 
the vaiue of the concessions to his 


| own country and the trade of its peo- 


ple. 

A notable and praiseworthy feature 
of Secretary Hay’s negotiations was 
the noble resolution not to confine his 
diplomacy to the selfish behoof of the 
United States. Looking afar he saw 
that the way of wisdom lay in mak- 
ing the supreme demand for a uni- 
versal principle—the equality of com- 
mercial privileges throughout’ the 
world. This equity is a policy that 
the United States may need often to 
appeal to in the future. Therefore it 
wag the highest order of statesman- 
ship that made him plant himself on 
the principle that he would not accept 
preferential privileges for this country, 
but insist upon’open ports for the 
whole world. This is the gain’ for 
universal civilization and commerce 
that will win for him’ a great fame for 
generations to come. 

The success thus attained is of spe- 
cial importance to the south and in 
the same hour that his triumph is an- 
nounced qur consul in Neuchwang 
warns us that the Russian cotton man- 
ufacturers of Moscow are to be our 
Strong competitors, no less dangerous 
than those of England, Japan, France 
and Germany. 

The south ought to be able to man- 
ufacture the goods reqired in the 
Chinese markets more cheaply than 
any other country on the globe. Our 
facilities for transportation are better 
for reaching the entry ports. We can, 
if we will, undersell the world in 
north China cotton goods markets. 

Here is the place and now is the 
time for the southern mill men to get 
together and ascertain just what they 
must do to monopolize those markets. 
Whatever can be learned as to the 
goods demanded, the terms of delivery 
and payment, packing and transport 
should be carefully investigated and 
adopted. It is the south’s opportunity 
to open a secure market for millions 
of bales of cotton goods that can be 
more easily and cheaply made here 
beside our fields than by any of our 
competitors. Delay in preparation and 
invasion will be dangerous. What we 
neglect others are sure to eagerly ap- 
propriate. 

Our Soldiers Should Go to Camp. 

Next week the Fifth regiment of 
Georgia state troops, which includes 
the Atlanta companies, will be called 
into annual encampment at Rome. At 
the same time the First regiment of 
Georgia cavalry, of which the Govern- 
or’s Horse Guards, of tnis city, is a 
constituent, will encamp near Savan- 
nah. 

The value of a well organized, equip- 
ped and trained militia was asserted 
by Washington and Jefferson. They 
knew the sovereign services rendered 
by the “minute men of ’76,” but for 
whom the revolution would have been 
ended in its first irruption. They re- 
membered how the farmers were wont 
to gather and perform what seemed 
stupid evolutions in: imitation of the 
perfectly drilled royal troops, but 
when the due time came those “embat- 
tled farmers fired the shot that rang 
‘round the world” and finally whipped 
the best rented soldiers of Europe to 
a finish. 

It was the old-fashioned musters of 
our southern miflitia that gave Jackson 
the volunteers who made Packenham’'s 
army look like a cyclone had struck 
them at New Orleans, that furnished 
the invincibles who won our southern 
Indian wars, and that gave to the 
southern cause in 1861 those armies 
whose victories were continuous until 
the northern legions learned from 
them “how to fight.” 

It is a patriotic duty right here in 
Georgia to maintain an efficient mili- 
tia. That we cannot have without mili- 
tary observation, training and com- 
mon knowledge of evotutions. It is 
also right that Atlanta should be fully 
represented in these encampments. 
It is to the credit of the capital city 
of the state. Our companies are good 
and seasonable soldiers and we are not 
ashamed of them. Therefore our citi- 
zens should see to it that every avail- 
able one of them is released for the 
scant week needed for attendance on 
these annual encampments. 

‘ Abolition of Days of Grace. 

The three days of grace allowed by 
law on time banking paper is a sur 
vival of an old custom that had its 
uses in the days of scant banking fa- 
cilities and when men living outside 
of bank towns had to be notified by 
infrequent mails of the due-date of 
their notes, bills of exchange, etc. 

That day is gone by and the neces- 
sity for maintaining the old custom is 
destroyed by electric wires, fast mails 
and rural free deliveries of mail mat- 
ter. So well recognized iss the fact 
that nearly two-thirds of the states of 
the union have abolished the days of 
grace and in them business is done on 
the sensible basis of paying paper on 
tne day it is due by its face terms. 

A note for thirty days should be a 
note for thirty days and not for thirty- 
three. The man who thinks he gains 
three days’ time on the bankers and 
note-shavers by the three days grace 
law is fooling himself like a rank sim- 
discounter in a state 
where the grace law prevails always 
figures thirty-three days’ interest, or 
discount, as the case may be, and en- 
ters up his just due to that amount 
before the customer is out of sight. 

It is just as easy to do business “on 
the dot” as to create all the worry and 
annoyance of the grace period for no- | 


| body’s real benefit. To the bankers 
of the state it is a source of confu- 
sion and extra work. It is misleading 
to many of,their customers and leads 
to much frouble by men forgetting 
just when they are to pay their paper 
in bank. “ 

The action of the house of represen- 
tatives in passing the bill to abolish 
‘these days of grace in Georgia is com- 
mendable as a step towards placing 
the state in the growing column of 
states that have Hosted this reform. 
There are no sufficient reasons vis!- 
ble for keeping this useless ratchet 
on the wheels of our financial facili- 
ties and the abolition of it will sim- 
plify banking methods and make it 
easier for financial men and their cus- 
tomers to get along without annoy- 
ing and sometimes serious misunder- 
standings. 

Major General Leonard Wood. 

That is the title by which, after 
August 8, “the general doctor,” as his 
army enemies prefer toname him, will 
be known. It plecsed the president yes- 
terday to order the promotion of Brig- 
adier General Leonard Wood to suc- 
ceed Major General S. B. M. Young, 
who is promoted to be lieutenant gen- 
eral, vice Miles, who retires August 8. 

However the mere technicalists 
among army men or their laymen 
friends may regard the promotion of 
General Wood, we are satisfied that it 
will strike the average American citl- 
zen as a most deserved and proper 
honor for the president to bestow upon 
this particular officer. 

It is easy enough for those who 
know only by hearsay of the career of 
General Wood to speak disparagingly 
of his services. But those who were 
in the best position to see him in the 
very maelstrom of the duties devolved 
upon him at Santiago and Havana, 
and now in the Philippines, can never 
be convinced that he was but a carpet 
knight in his environment and is the 
happy victim of unreasoned presiden- 
tial favoritism. 

England, France, Germany, Spain 
and other great countries have confer- 
red even higher honors, orders, crosses, 
jeweled garters, promotions, estates 
and peerages upon men who have done 
no more arduous and faithful work 
than Leonard Wood did for the United 
States in Cuba. A notable case of al- 


most equivalent value, was that of Sir 


Henry Wood in India, and to whose 
labors England to this day owes the 
redemption of her colonial power and 
prosperity in that land from the odium 
that weighed upon it from the days of 
Warren Hastings. 

It is objected that without having 
had any technical—and that means 
West Point—training for army com- 
mand Wood is liable, if he lives, to 
be chief of staff and _ virtual com- 
mander of the American armies for 
fifteen years—most probably years of 
profound peace. But what of the ante- 
céedent military education of George 
Washington before he took the office 
of commander in chief of the conti- 
nental armies? What of Old Hickory 
Jackson—when did he go to West 
Point, or command more than a rag- 
ged regiment of Tennessee mountain- 
eers before he became the foremost 
fighting g-neral of his times? 

The people see in Leonard Wood 
the man of a great occasion who was 
equal to it. He served well, honestly 
and effectively. For that they will ap- 
plaud the wisdom and justice of his 
promotion.

The Kishinef Resolution. 

Russia appears to have issued her 
ultimatum that she will not receive or 
consider ihe monstrously voluminous 
petition signe’ by Americans of every 
creed and country asking religious se- 
curity and immunity from wanton 
massacre. 

This is scarcely a fair action upon 
the part of the czar, who but a few 
years ago proposed a magnificent 
scheme of European disarmament, 
backed up The Hague tribunal and 
Otherwise advertised himself as the 
especial apostle of world-wide peace 
—going so far, even, very recently, as 
to proclaim a sort of “religious liber- 
ty” ukase for the w.ussians themselves. 

It is also am ungenteel return to this 
country for its long maintained friend- 
ship with Russia and the splendid and 
timely aid so freely sent by these game 
American petitioners to the famine- 
stricken -eople of Russia in days not 
so long ago. 

But the czar is his own master and 
has the autocratic right to say that 
the Kishinef affair is “an interna} af-- 
fair” about which he will not be in- 
terpellated or advised by foreign pow- 
ers. He has said it and the question 
now is whether he shall be allowed 
by the powers of Christendom to main- 
tain his attitude. 

It is no satisfactory answer to the 
high humenity which dictated this 
American petition to say that whole- 
sale butcheries of helpless religionists 
because of their ancient faith are loca] 
police laches of his empire. Nor ts it 
meeting universal expectation for the 
czar to say to us, or any other coun-~ 
try, that we have’ cases of violence,

The answer to those objections is 
that religious butcheries are not 
known and would not be tolerated for 
a day in this nation, to speak only for 
ourselves.

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Governor Niorthen on Public Schools, 

In another column we print some ex- 
tracts from the address made by ex- 
Governor Northen, before the sum- 
mer school for teachers at Athens, yeé- 
terday. 

Few men in the state are so well 
fitted to discuss educational ‘topics 
ably and wisely as is ex-Governor 
Northen. He has given practically 
the larger part of his life to successful 
teaching and during his terms as gov- 
ernor impelled the state to better and 
broader methods of public instruction. 
His whole head and heart are enlisted 
in the great work of promoting public 
schools that shall be competent tu 
abolish the curse of illiteracy from our 
people. 

Notable in the first instance is Gov- 
ernor Northen’s appeal for the substi- 
tution of a board of public school com- 
missioners, composed of trained edu- 
cators, for the present perfunctory 
board. Not for a moment disparaging 
the intelligence and zeal of the state 
Officials who compose that board, but 
who were selected for other purposes 
than the intimate administration of 
schools, he truly argues that a board 
of experts is as essential for the right 
education of our youth as for the reg- 
ulation of railway rates and the con- 
duct of prisons. We do not think the 
argument of the ex-governor on that 
point can be gainsaid for a moment. 

In the next place he finds that Geor- 
gia has not now the system of primary 
schools commanded “By the constitu- 
tion of the state. MeaSured by that 
instrument he declares the present 
System a substantial failure, disap- 
pointing in results and dissipating the 
funds by large measure. 

It is in a sense incontestable that 
the phrase “the elementary branches 
of an English education only,” contain- 
ed in the constitution of 1877, has been 
turned into rubber by the legislation 
since enacted and, as under the ‘‘gen- 
eral welfare” clause of the national 
constitution, much has_ been foisted 
upon our present system that it 
should net carry. 

The plea for longer school terms 
and more efficient teaching are itera- 
tions of demands that have been 
voiced continually by The Constitution 
and are becoming more strenuous 
every day. The way to secure these 
things by the process of local taxation 
is as plain as a turnpike and only the 
reactionary spirit of a false economy, 
or the meanness of pure and puerile 
greed prevents the application of the 
remedy. 

It is a fair and ominous note of 
warning sounded to the people when 
Governor Northen tells our teachers 
that if ever any workmen Would be 
justified in laying down their tools 
and forsaking their work our poorly 
paid teachers of. Georgia would be 
those workmen. There is not a negro 
ditching along our railway lines who 
is not better paid for his work than 
the average Georgia, teacher in our 
rural districts. And“the great pity of 
the poor schools that result is the de- 
population ‘of the farms by people who 
are moving °O towns where their chil- 
dren can get, full terms of schooling, 
while other people refuse to re-occupy 
the farms bec&use to do so means ig- 
norance for their children.

Living as we’ dv, un- 
der a republican form of govern- 
ment, .t is a matter of wonder tnat 
We have not yet, after ail these years of 
experimentation settied upon more txed 
poiicies fur the growth and deveiopment 
of our institutions. 1 have found great 
interest recently in the study of the 
national piatiorms adopted during the 
last thirty years by the several poligcai 
parties. ihe statemenis therein contained 
ure supposed to be the expression of in- 
Lteiligent statesmen as to the policies to 
be adopted to secure and maintain an 
ideal government for a free peopie. lt is 
curious to see, not only how inen of politi- 
cal experience aiffer among themselves, 
but how they actualiy disagree with their 
own opinions as the years advance and 
difterent political parties come into power. 
in confirmation of wnat | am now saying 
we have only to listen for the announce- 
ments to be made in the forthcoming 
platforms adopted for the next national 
campaign. 

“Whatever may be our differences on 
party lines, along commercial, industrial 
and financial] relations, there are certain 
fundamental elements of successful free 
government upon which we are all agreed 
that ought to have our pronounced aud- 
vocacy and adherence,

and party policies we are alj agreed if the 
highest ideal of the nation ig reached we 
must attain, in each individual instance, 
to the highest ideal of citizenship. 

‘The authority of our government is not 
lodged in princes, kings nor potentates, 
but in the individual sovereignty of the 
individual citizen. Its final character 
must be illustrated in the aggregate wil! 
of the majority. Public opinion makes 
the law of the nation and the government 
of the people. Public opinion is but the 
aggregation of individual opinions, that 
finally, either passivel¥ or in active co- 
operation, accept the majority as law. If 
publie opinion is intelligently and honest- 
ly formed the standard of government 
will be high. If it is shaped by ignorant 
men, without morals, it will be destruc- 
tion. 

“With these «statements 
universally accepted, as they are, wé go 
further together and all agree that no 
man can make an ideal citizen of a re- 
publican government without sufficient 
education to understand and apply the 
fundamental principles that ought to con- 
trol a free people. 

“We go still further and all agree that 
so essential to good government is the 
education just described that the state 
should. itself undertake to furnish it ab- 
solutely free of cost to every man who is 
to become a citizen of the commonweaith 
and exercise his rights as a sovereign in 
control. 

Schools Bulwark the State. 

“Having gone thus far in generalities, 
I shall venture to say that the future of 
the state does not depend, primarily at 
least, upon the products of the soil, the 
abundance and variety of its mineral re- 
sources, the vastness of its commerce and 
its industrial development, but upon the 
intellectual and moral strength of its 
people. The meaning of this statement is, 
if our government its made stable our 
schools must be made efficient and all our 
children must receive from them the best 
possible instruction. This is the natural 
and logical conciusion from the universal 
acceptance of the fundamental! principles 
just announced. If the future of the state 
depends upon the intellectual and moral 
strength of its citizens, the future of the 
state must depend, in the last analysis, 
upon the character of our schools and the 
efficiency of our teachers. 1] am here to 
say that the people to whom I am now 
addressing myself carry, more completely, 
the burdens of society and of government 
than do the legislative, judicial and ex- 
ecutive departments of the state all com- 
bined. No class of our people are su)p- 
posed to understand school matters bet- 
If 
the system is wrong, the machinery 
clumsy there ought to be no one to dis- 
cover it sooner than those who are re- 
quired to run it. If teachers do not cre- 
ate public sentiment on school matters tie 
question comes not who will, but who 
can? 

‘The highest wand most responsible office 
held in Georgia is not found in the man 
who makes the law, the judge who tries 
the criminal nor in the governor who 
simply administers the affairs of state, 
but in the man who controls the schoois 
that make the citizén who deposits the 
ballot thet makes or unmakes the com- 
monwealth. 

Some Suffrage Statistics. 

‘‘May I now cal] your attention to some 
résults from our present system that has 
been in operation more than a quarter of 
a century. The census taken fe? 1900 re- 
ports the white population for this state 
to be 1,181,204. Of these there are 101,264 
above 10 years of age who can neither 
read nor write—over 11 per cent; 49,075 
males and 52,186 females. The census fur- 
ther reports 270,879 white voters for the 
same year, 82,082 of whom could not read 
the ballot they deposited. Twelve coun- 
ties in the state furnished twenty voters 
out of.every 100 who did not know wheth- 


er they held their ballots upside down or | 


right side up. Every four men who de- 
posited an intelhgent ballot were accom- 
panied by one man who could not, for the 
life of him, tell for whom he voted. These 
conditions present a spectacle at this late 
day in our civilization that should arouse 
to thought and action every patriotic citi- 
zen of the state. Thirty-two thousand il- 
literate white voters armed with the 
power to make or unmake the State. Put 
along with these white voters 125,678 h- 
literate negro voters and there is cause 


}for alarm for the security of our institu- 


tions. I shall leave to some one else to 
say what shall be done with negro voters. 
I am discussing now the future of the 
state from the standpoint of the white 
man. 

“There stems to be inefficiency fn our

system somewhere and I shall venture te 
submit to you some criticisms for you! 
consideration. 

My first criticism is that the general 
assembly has not provided.a thorough 
system of common schools for the edu- 
cation of the children as required in 
the fundamental law of the state. » The 
system fails, first, in its organization, 
and, second, in the lack of funds. to 
maintain it. Let it be distinctly under- 
stood that, in this criticism, I do not 
intend any reflection whatever upon the 
Officers connected with the organization. 
My criticism is not upon the Officers, but 
upon the system. 


Faculty School System. 


The first provision of the system cre- 
ates a board of education composed of 
the governor, attorney general, secretary 
of state, the comptroller general and the 
state school commissioner. This provi- 
sion is made, not for the efficiency of 
the system, but i!t is tried as an expe- 
dient to save money rather than make 
citizens. Not a single member of this 
board except the commissioner was 
made a state officer because of his fit- 
ness to become a member of the state 
board. 

I submit, if the state Seeds a commis- 
sion to regulate railroads so as to se- 
cure for us reasonable rates for the 
transportation of our cotton bales to 
market, surely the minds and the morals 
of our children are entitled to equal 
consideration and money igvestment by 
the state. If our children are entitled to 
special commission to furnish guards 


;and enforce penalties and impose stripes 


when they are guilty of violation of law, 
surely, surely they are entitled to equal 
consideration and money investment by 
the state to prevent lawéséssness and 
make them citizens worthy of the state. 

Why should we have a commission to 
study railroads and make rates and de- 
Cline to have a special comrgission to 
study school systems and make citizens? 
If education prevents crime, why should 
there be a commission to punish crime 
and not a commission to prevent crime 
by the proper enlightenment of the fu- 
ture citizen? ‘Without going further into 
criticism of the system as originally con- 
structed, it is sufficient to say it has 
been amended from time to time great- 
ly to the detriment of the schools, until 
it has become a mass of contradictions 
and unconstitutional irregularities. 

The bill, as I understand it, now be- 
fore the general assembly will not, in 
my judgment, meet the demands of the 
case and certainly not the needs that I 
am now discussing. The bill, as I am 
proposes a commission to be 
made of a limited number of senators 
and representatives to determine certain 
specific phases of the school question. I 
am proposing a commission to be made 


; permanent, whose business fit shall be to 


study the whole question and formulate 
a system adapted to qur pecullar condi- 
tions and remain in office after the sys- 
tem shall have betn enacted into law 
commis- 
sioner administer the system and apply 
its reguyirements until it ts made to meet 
our necessities as a thorough system of 
common «schools. This- commissien, im 
my judgment, should be made of two 
capable school men with the stage school 
commissioner, ex-officio, a member, and 
not composed of members of the general 
assembly who, like the members of the 
present sta.e board of education, were 
not elected because of any special fitness 
for considering school questions. 

With such a commission as the begin- 
ning point in a system, the people could 
feel well assured that there would be 
no need for continued unwise and hurt- 
ful amendments by the legislature, at 
least for some time to come. For this 
suggested change there would be re- 
quired an additional amount of money 
that would finally inure greatly to the 
benefit of the state. Are not the children 
of the state entitled to it? 

With a commission to give the state a 
system, the next criticism I would make 
is found in the limited means for mak- 
ing teachers. 

During my administration I had the 
honor, in my first inaugural address, to 
recommend as follows: 

“If the state carries forward, succéss- 
fully,-the great work it has undertaken, 
We must have better teachers for the 
schocls, longer terms for instruction and 
better pay for the service. For the train- 
ing and instruction of teachers the state 
needs a normal school or normal insti- 
tution; for longer terms and better pay, 
the system needs more money. The 
governor of the state receives his salary 
when it is due. The judges of the courts 
receive thefr pay upon demand. Tre 
members of the general assembly obtain 
their per diem upon call. The teachers 
in our public schools aze the only serv- 
ants of the state whose pay depénds 
upon contingency and doubt. The honor 
of the state demantis a change. All 
the interests of the state urge upon you 
favorable consideration of efficient plans 
for the better education of the rflasses.”’ 

This resulted in the extension of the 
school term from three months to five; 
the inauguration of the present system 
of institutes and the establishment of 
this most excellent normal school. 

What the system needs now is an en- 
iargement of this institution so ag to 
meet adequately and completely the de- 
mands of the state in training every 
teacher that is allowed-to take charge 
of a state school. The greatest evil of 
the system is found in the large number 
of poorly prepared teachers. If it be 
true that the future of the state depends 
upon the intellectual and moral strength 
of its citizens, the state cannot afford 
to be niggardly or sparing in the prepa- 
rations necessary to prepare teachers for 
the grave and responsible duties that 
await them. 


Teachers Paid Too Little. 


I desire to stress another grievous 
fault of the system as found in the pain- 
fully small salaries paid the teachers 
of the state schools. This change should 
be made not simply to get higher gala- 
ries for the teachers, but that the chil- 
dren may be better trained. “You can 
get more talent to teach your boy when 
you pay a good price for it than when 
you pay only as much as it takes to 
feed a pauper or maintain a criminal fn 
the county jail.”’ 

This great body of state teachers ghould 
formulate some plan uf demand that will 
prevent the abuse they have suffereg ali 
these years that enforces the scaling of 
accounts to a miserable pittance ag pay 
for the services. rendered the state. Press 
the question until it is fully and fairly 
answered. How is it that every state 
officer of the civil system, including the 
negro porters at the capttol, can be 
promptly paid and the teachers alone 
are told to discount their bills and wait 
unui after everybody else consumes the 
public money before they..can hope to 
get theirs? I stand here in my place to 
denounce the policy as unfair and in- 
iquitous. Eight thousand teachers scat- 
tered throughout every county in the 
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; Railioads Desire Extensive Im- 
provements Near New Depot 


and Madison Streets Are 
Some of Them. 


Important and extensive changes and 
improvements will be made by the rail- 
foads that will use the new union depot 


» fm the vicinity of the site of that struc- 


ture. 

The fact that these changes are to be 
made both in the grades of the streets 
and in the appearance of the sites of pres- 
ent structures was brought out strongly 
during the meeting of the committee on 
Streets, of which Alderman Terry is chair- 
man, yesterday afternoon. The meeting 
Was called to order in the committee room 
tt the city hall by Councilman John H. 
Harwell, the acting chairman. 

Following is a statement of the improve- 
ments and changes that the rallroade de- 
sire making: 

A new Nelson street viaduct, extending 
from Madison street to Elliott street, to 
be erected jointly by the city and the 
railroads. 

A new subway under the east approach 
of the Mitchell street viaduct, the entire 
expense to be borne bry the railroads. 

A change in the grade of the west ap- 
proach to the Mitchell street viaduct in 
order to give more clearance under that 
portion of the viaduct. 

A retaining wall along the curb line of 
Elliott street, thus allowing the railroads 
the use of the land at present used for 
sidewalk purposes, the railroads bearing 
the entire expense of erecting the wall. 

Changing the grade and width of Mad- 
ison street from Peters street to Alabama 
street by grading off the knoll between 
Peters stret and Nelson street, by making 
a fill of 6 feet at Hunter street and cut- 
ting away a few inches at Alabama street 
and widening the street by making it 50 
feet in width from Peters street to Mitch- 
sli street, 60 feet from Mitchell street to 
Hunter, and 50 feet from Hunter street to 
Alabama street. 

Changing the grade of Mitchell street 
from Forsyth to Madison streets by cut- 
ting away the knoll! near Madison street. 

Changing the grade of Hunter street 
from Forsyth to Madison streets, by mak- 
ing a fill of 6 feet at Madison street and 
running back to Forsyth, where the grade 
will be undisturbed. 

Opening and slightly widening Alabama 
street so as to make it cofinect with Mad- 
ison street. 

Changing the grade of Mitchell street 
from the west end of the viaduct to EIl- 
liott street. 

During its meeting of yesterday after- 
noov the street committee granted the pe- 
tition of the rallronds regarding the 
changes in the grades of Madison street, 
from Peters street to Alabama street; 
Mitchell street, from Forsyth street to 
Madison street; Hunter street, from For- 
syth street to Madison street, and Ala- 
bama street, from the fire engine house to 
Madison street. 

Action upon all other requests and pro- 
posals was postponed until the next meet- 
ing of the committee. 

The meeting of yesterday was attended 
by President John Egan, of the Central: 
J. 8. B. Thompson, of the Southern; Chief 
Engineer H. M. Steele, of the Central; 
President J. W. English, of the Atlanta 
Terminal Company, and others. 

Iderman Inman and Councilman Hol- 
land were the only two merebers of the 
committee who opposed the motion of 
Councilman Hynds to grant the petition 
of the Atlanta Terminal Company. They 
did so because they feared that claims for 
damages would be filed against the mu- 
nicipality. Later Councilman Holland 
stated that he would withdraw his sig- 
nature from the minority report that had 
been written, and Alderman Inman then 
agreed to refrain from making a minority 
report, leaving the other members of the 
committee free to sign a favorable report 
and practically referring the entire ques- 
tion to council for settlement. 

Several speeches were made during the 
session of the committee, Captain Eng- 
lish leading and being followed by Mr. 
L'gan and Mr. Thompson.

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OPPOSES CONVICT BILL 


ON. WALTER E. STEED, of Tay- 
H lor county, chairman of the peniten- 

tiary committee, spoke at length 
yesterday in opposition to the Felder con- 
Vict bill. Mr. Steed held the attention 
of his hearers throughout his remarks, 
and his speech in full follows: 

This bill could properly be called a 
general bill] with a local application to 
those counties now working their misde- 
meanor convicts. Section 2 provides that 
the county authorities shall havé no au- 
thority to hire to private individuals or 
corporations. but in section 8 the counties 
are given the authority to hire to other 
counties for compensation. In section 10 
the prison commission shall employ the 
remaining convicts in making boots, 
shoeg, caps, clothing, etc., for the in- 
matés of the asylums. The prison com- 
mission are also required to buy farm 
lands and equip it with modern machin- 
ery, and they are enjoined from ailowing 
this labor tg come into competition with 
free labor. The machinery should be s0 
used as not to come into competition 
with the machinery of the farmers. 

The system of road working as provid- 
ed in this bill would be equally burden- 
some upon the wage earner and laboring 
man who has no lands to improve or v6- 
hicles to travel the roads, yet he is re- 
quired under this road system to pay 4s 
much taxes proportionately as the man 
whose lands the roads improve. 

According to the report of the prison 
commission made October 1, 1902, thirty- 
two counties work their misdemeanor con- 
victs upon the public roads. If under the 
provisions of the Felder bill they receive 
and work their felony convicts, they will 


receive for this purpose 1,000 convicts for 
the report shows 1,187 convicts in the 
penitentiary from these counties. Deduct 
the females, aged and infirm, who will 
have to be cared for at the state farm, 
and there will remain for these counties, 
at least, 10W convicts to be worked on 
the roads. Wivide the other 1,000 convicts 
aut among the other 10 counties, it would 
give these counties, provided the division 
were equal, nine convicts each. The total 
number ot convicts whose labor is sold 
under the present system is 2,v00. ‘This 
labor, it soia again. shouid produce a net 
amount of 9¥0v,vNU per annum, OF a total 
Of $1,000,000 in five years, which would go 
to the common school fund and be dis- 
tributed in each county according to the 
school population. it, therefore, tac labor 
worth $10v,000 is given to thirty-two coun- 
ties, they receive a benefit to that ex- 
tent which the remaining 6 counties do 
not share. From the lavor of the other 
1,000 convicts, the common school fund 
would get $100,000, which would be pro 
rated among alj the counties, Accordihg 
to the last report of the sta.e school com- 
missioner, the attendance in all the com- 
mon schools averaged 265,385. The thirty- 
two counties which worked misdemeanor 
convicts showed an average attendance of 
8,208. Therefore, in the distribution of 
this $100,000 these thirty-two counties will 
receive $30,906, and the remaining counties 
will receive $69,094. It follows then that 
thirty-two counties will receive the benefit 
of $30,906, while the remaining will receive 
$69,094 for 16 coynties. Paragraph 1, sec- 
tion 16, in article 7 of the constitution of 
Georgia, is as follows: ‘The general as- 
sembly shall not vote resolution or order 
granting any donation or gratuity in favor 
of any person, corporation or associa- 
tion.’’ Counties are corporations, made so 
by constitutional provision. Apticle 11, 
section 1, paragraph 1. County roads are 
county prgperty, Just as city streets are 
city property, and acording to constitu- 
tional provision, the state can not levy 
taxés or make appropriation to build 
such roads. The only purpose for which 
taxes can be raised are set forth in article 
7, section 1, paragraph 1, of the constitu- 
tion. The labor of felony convicts is the 
property of the state and is now worth 
$200,000 per annum, net. To give this la- 
bor to counties for road building, and es- 
pecially to a few counties, the berefits not 
being shared by all alike, must necessa- 
rily be a Gonation or gratuity to the coun- 
ties who receive the benefit. This view 
is borne out by the supreme court of 
Georgia in case of penitentiary company 
No. 2, et al. v. Nelms, principal keeper, 
et al.. 65 Georgia, page 503. This idea is 
borne eut still further and more satisfac- 
torily in the 70th Alabama supreme court 
report, page 49%. In the case cited, the 
court held’that the resolution giving the 
labor of 250 convicts to the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad was not viewed 
as conferring a gratuity upon this cor- 
poration, because it was a well known 
historical fact that the maintenance of 
the convicts had always been a burden 
upon the state up to that time, and that 
the assumption of this burden was a 
consideration upon the part of the cor- 
poration regurned to the state for such 
labor. It is now a well known fact that 
convicts are now worth $100 per capita per 
annum net above cost of maintenance 
Hence, it follows that the labor pro 
to be giv pone 
siven to the counties the State re- 
ceives no compensation, hence the givin 
of it must be a gratujty. . 
It would be just as legal to divide the 
rental of the state road among the coun- 
ties now working their misdemeanor con- 
victs for the purpose of having their 
roads worked, or to gell the State road 
and divide the proceeds thereof among 
these counties.

restricts the markets in which the labor 
of these convicts shall be sold only to 
those counties working their convicts 
upon the public roads. 


Effect of the Felder Bill on Farmers. 


No sooner shall this ill have gone 
into operation than the owners of the 
saw mills, turpentine farms and mines 
will immediately go into the farming 
districts of the surrounding counties and 
offer 2% to $2 per day to farm 
hands and thereby withdraw not less than 
5.000 fatm hands, thereby demoralizing 
the free farm labor and advancing the 
price of it to ruinous rates.

Now let us pluck the feather of this 
strange wild bird and see of what its 
meat is made. Let us examine the priv- 
lleges and benefits that we are told by 
its advocates that will flow so copiously 
into the treasuries of the small counties. 
t accords to the small counties having 
only two or three convicts the remark- 
able privilege of leasing them to the 
larger counties who will undertake to 
work their convicts and who are now 
working them. This lmits and restricts 
the markets only to those counties work- 
ing thefr own convicts. Some counties 
would get nothing out of it. For instance, 
Murray county and one or two others 
have no felony convicts at all. Therefore, 
these conunties would receive absolutely 
nothing, whereas, now they at least get 
their pro rata share of the hire of the 
convicts in the shape of the common 
school fund, 

It is perhaps of ‘interest to examine 
what would be the financial effect of 
such a system. Here are figures showing 
the amounts the larger counties would 
receive under the Felder bill, showing 
an increase in each instance, which 
would mean a corresponding loss to the 
small counties:

Another injustice under this system 
would be done to the country merchants 
who now get the trade of the 5,000 free 
laborers who would be employed in saw 
mills, turpentine farms, etc., taking the 
place of the convicts when they are with- 
drawn to the public roads under the pro- 
vision of this bill. The owners of these 
public works would, as they always do 
when they employ free labor, have their 
own stores and commissaries. These free 
laborers would spend at least $8 per 
month to maintain themselves. This trade 
would amount to more than from $300,000 
to $350,000 per annum, which is now going 
co the country Merchants of our state. 

In conclusion, the substance of Mr. Fel- 
der’s proposition is simply this: 

To abolish the system under which the 
convicts are now being employed in Geor- 
gia and in over 80 per cent of the states 
of the union and by the federal govern- 
ment at Columbus, Ohio, which system 
has proven to be a most successful and 
satisfactory System by which felony 
convicts can be employed, and under 
which system the state of Georgia ~°'" 
receive in future a-net revenue of .« 
proximately $200,000 per annum or $1,000,0u 
in five years, which may be applied to the 
common school fund.

Tuesday. 

The bill of Senator VanBuren to per- 
mit railroads to exercise the rights of 
condemnation in cases where, in order 
to straighten their lines or change their 
grades, they may want to make changes 
between their termini, has been made 
‘ special order for next Tuesday. This 
gives to railroads already constructed 
the same rights that are enjoyed by roads 
which are projected or in process of con- 
struction, nothing more. It is under- 
stood to be especially designed .to meet 
the cases of roads first constructed as 
narrow gauges and built under contracts 
which gave the builders a certain speci- 
fied amount of bonds per mile, In such 
cases there was no effort to make the 
line the shortest possible. The change 
from narrow gauge to standard gauge, 
and the fact that in the development 
of railroad building problems which, at 
the time of the construction of these 
roads, seemed impossible, have now he- 
come simple, makes it desirable and pos- 
sible to straighten out and, «borten these 
lines in spots. It is to giv. _Jée com- 
panies the power to do this by con- 
demning and paying for the necessary 
right of way that Senator VanBuren 
has introduced his bill. 

In order that there should be no pos- 
sibility, under its terms, of doing in- 
justice to any town or city, the follow- 
ing amendment was adopted by the 
railroad committee:

I do not like to counsel re- 
bellion, but if ever there was a time 
when labor sheuld throw down its tools 
and walk away from the shop and leave 
the industry untouched that time has 
come tu the teachers in Georgia, if your 
appeals are not heard and satisfied. 


Longer Terms. 

My next criticism is wpon the length or 
rather the shortness of the school term.

If the school system continues in its 
present lack of application the rural] dis- 
tricts will soon be abandoned or the chil- 
dren Hving in them will grow up without 
instruction. If the change can be made 
in either way 1 have suggested, the rural 
districts will greatly increase in. popula- 
tion and the state be greatly advanced in 
tax values thereby. People are mbdving 
away from the rural districts because 
they cannot have satisfactory schoo! fa- 
cilities and people are declining to move 


in for the same reason. 
A vital question to be considered is, 


can we afford to allow these dangers 
to threaten us? Shall the rural] popula. 
tion continue to move to the towns or 
shall proper school facilities be furnished 
in the consolidation of the schools o¢ the 
eoncentration of the people? 
Concentrate the People. 

It is gratifying to know that the con: 
solidation of schools hag been quite sat- 
isfactorily accomplished in some coun- 
ties and that it will be tried in others, 
but the better thing to do, if we can 
make it possible, is to concentrate the 
people. 

For twelve years past I have been try- 
ing to concentrate the people in the coun- 
try districts by introducing the European 
system of farming known as village 
farms. 
ple into the state in that time I have not 
been able .to locate them 8o0 as to carry 
out my plans as indicated, 

If we could ever induce men of means 
to invest in a body of land, say 2,000, 3,0% 
or 4,000 acres, and so divide it as to fur- 
nish small farms for twenty, thirty. or 
forty farmers whose homes would bé 
built in the center of the plat as a vil- 
lage, we would make an object lesson 
that would be repeated many times over 
the state, as it would carry with it the 
solution of all the problems that vex our 
country conditions and make profitable 
money investment for the stockholders. 

I have come to you profoundly con- 
cerned about the future of the state ag 
dependent upon the conditions I have 
presented to you. Recognizing the great 
responsibilities you carry, because of your 
relation to conditions that make our go- 
ciety and our citizenry, I shall give you 
my sympathy and my help whenever it 
can be made possible for me to serve 
you.

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CONVICTS ARE DISCUSSED: 
SLATON FOR FELDER BILL 


ONSIDERATION of the convict 
CC auestion in the house, which was 

proceeding upon the bill by Mr. 
Felder, of Bibb, providing for putting the 
convicts on the public roads, was brought 
to rather a sudden termination yester- 
day, temporarily, at least, by the in- 
troduction of a sybstitute, which present- 
ed the question in rather a different light 
—so much sg that many members of the 
house wanted time to look into it. The 
result was the committee of the whole, 
on motion, reported progress on the Dill 
and asked leave to sit again next Tues- 
day. The house acceded to the request 
and consideration of the matter will be 
resumed on Tuesday, immediately after 
the reading of the journal 

Only two speeches were made oy the 
measure yesterday. Mr. Slaton. of Ful- 
ton. spoke in favor of its passage, while 
Mr. Steed, of Taylor, spoke against it. 
The speech of Mr. Steed is published in 
full elsewhere. 

The provisions of the Felder bill have 
heen printed several times in, The Con- 
stitution. The measure provided for per- 
mitting each county to work its own fel- 
ony convicts on the pbulic, roads under 
certain conditions. 

The substitute ‘3s, in principle, similar 
to the Felder bill. It provides, however, 
for a totally different distribution of the 
convicts. This measSure was prepared by 
Messrs. Holder and Hardman, of Jackson, 
and Shackelford, of Clarke, and, it Is 
said, has met with more favor in the 
house than the original measure. Under 
the substitute the felony convicts uf the 
state are to be apportioned among the 
different cuvunties of the state for work 
on the public roads, in accordance with 
population. This would give such coun: 
ties as desire to work felony convicts on 
the roads. one convict for about every 
1,200 inhabitants. But those counties 
whith do not desire to so work their 
felony convicts will be entitled to receive 
the income from such convicts to be ap- 
plied on their proportion of the school 
fund. In other words, each county may 
have the privilege of working so many 
felony convicts on the public roads, or it 
may receive the income from such con- 
victs as it supplies, to go toward the 
schoaq] fund. 

After the introduction of the substitute, 
Mr. “Steed concluded his speech, and 
further consideration of the bill went 
over until next Tuesday. 


Mr. Slaton’s Speech. 


Mr. Slaton spoke in favor of the Felder 
bill. His speech, in part, is as follows: 

In so far as it may be possible, it is 
better to allow each conimunity to cegu- 
late and rm%sics own affairs. As I 
understand it. it is the duty cf the in- 
dividual to provide first for his own wel- 
fare, and the responsibility for his con- 
duct rests upon himself. That responsi- 
bility is not limited, not weasured by 
what others may do. Such has been the 
crowning glory of the Christian civiliza- 
tion. and the distinguishing tenet of faith 
of the Anglo-Saxon race. * * ® 

Why should the cities be arraigned in 
this argument? In the county or Fulton, 
the city supplies the great proportion of 
the county taxes, and an almost equally 
great proportion of these (axes are ex- 
pended outside of the city among the 
farms of the county. Outside of the city 
of Atlanta there are over 2,000 wG@ite 
voters, a large proportion of whom are 
farmers. When an alliance is formed, 
when a granger movement occurs, the 
faimer of Fulton county is the brother 
of the farmer of Clinch county and all 
unite for the upbuilding of the agricui- 
tural interests. Why. therefore, when the 
representatives of Fulton county favor the 
use of the convicts upon the roads outside 
of the city of Atlanta should the cities be 
charged with Improper motives? In the 
city of Atlanta, belgian blocks are laid 
at immense cost. We have macadamized 
roads in this county, running from Buck- 
head in the northern part of the county to 
Campbell county gn the south. and to 
DeKalb county jp another direction, and 
well worked roads nearly to the Chatta- 
hoochee in another direction. The best 
way to judge the sincerity of any man is 
to determine whatyhe has done under

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similar clreumstances. In Fulton county, 
the cost of the courts alone amounts to 
$60,000 a year. This does not include the 
coms of confining criminals in jail, nor of 
building jails. The building of the jail in 
this county cost $166,000. The county rate 
of taaxtion amounted to almost double 
the state tax. We have 277 misdemeanor 
convicts, which are now utilized in work- 
ing the roads of Fulton county; and we 
have had the benefit of their labor for 
years and years. The county commission- 
ers of our county state that if they can 
get 289 convicts now in the penitentiary 
from this county they can easily utilize 
them to advanjgge, and for twenty-five 
year@® Qo come their employment can be 
continued with profit directly to those 
liviing outside of the city in this county,

$85,000, which approximately was 5 per cent 
of the school fund.

$96 apiece, will there be any imposition 
on the smaller counties?

It had in the pent- 
tentlary fifteen convicts. ‘The 5 per cent 
Which it would lose from the common 
school fund would be $730. while the 
amount that the county would receive un- 
der the lease of those convicts would be 
$1.500, or 100 per cent profit the county of 
Hancock could use for the purposes of 
education. The gentieren from Glascock 
county opposes this bill. His county re- 
ceived last year the sum of $3.082 from 
the common school fund. The number of 
convicts from that county were seven, The 
» per cent of the common school fund 
which it would lose would be “50, which 
would be offset by $700 for the lease of 
the convicts. The home county of the 
eloquent gentleman from Coweta received 
last year $15.47 from the common schoo!

KILLED ARTHUR 


Doctor Says That Stroke 
Was Due to Over 
Emotion. 


Wipnipeg, Manitoba, July 17.—Heart 
failure, due to over-emotion, was the 
cause assigned for the sudden death of 
Cnief P, M. Arthur, of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers last night. 

“Out of the fullness of the heart the 
mouth speaks,” were the opening words 
of the last speech that Chief Arthur wili 
ever deliver. The speaker then paused 
slightly, seemingly in an effort to con- 
trol his feelings. The chairman had just 
presented him a beautiful floral engine. 
As the venerable leader began the sen- 
tence, “I want to say a few things, as it 
may be my parting words to many of 
you,” his emotion seemed to be getting 
beyond his control. His voice lowered 
slightly, but without losing ils clearness, 
he continued: 

“We are here tonight, no one can tell 
when—”’ 

At this point, five minutes after mid- 
night, the speaker fell. Ladies present 
were the first to utter a sign of alarm. 
In an instant many hands were ready 
to give assistance. Several rushed for- 
ward to support him. Dr. MacArthur 
hurriedly ascended the stairs and Mr. Ar- 
thur was carried off the platform. The 
doctor examined the patient and pro- 
nounced him dead. 

“Heart failure due to'over-emotion,”’ he 
said. An affecting scene foilowed the 
doctor's announcement. 

The funeral took place at 1 o'clock this 
afternoon from the undertaking rooms. 
The remains will be taken to Cleveland, 
(hio, for interment.

TRADE SITUATION.

New York,-July 17.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

Well nigh perfect summer weather helps 
crops, increasing confidence in fall trade 
and stimulates retail and summer resort 
business. Lower prices for many staples 
are really an encouraging development 
because favorable to a wider and freer 
use of products ‘heretofore impracticable 
under past abnormal conditions, Six 
months’ railway earnin returns—two- 
thirds of the country’s mileage represent- 
ed—show a sain of over 13 per cent Over 
the best ever recorded, while roads thus 
far reporting for the first week of July 
show a gain of nearly 16 per cent. These 
figures confirm the claim that present bus- 
inezs ig the largest ever handled for a 
midsummer period. 

The salient features in trade reports this 
week are the better tone of trade ad- 
vices from the southwest,. where the 
feeling grows that a large business will 
be done. The unsatisfactory outlook for 
immediate and future supplies of cotton 
limits activity in cotton manufacturing at 
the east, short time being th4 rule at afl 
the leading centers, but the \wool mar- 
ket is strong. Unprecedented, activity is

Dun’s Review. 


New York, July 17.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly .review of trade tomorrow will 
Say: 

“Conditions continue satisactory out- 
Side the region of speculation, many re- 
ports indicating further improvement. 
During recent months th@ two disturbing 
factors have been labor contyoversies and 
weather conditions, but each week has 
brought better things in these two re- 
spects until the outlook contains much 
that is encouraging. Crops are making 
rapid progress and the’army of unem- 
ployed is diminishing. Railway traffic is 
heavy, earnings thus far reported for July 
exceeding last year’s by 13.6 per cent and 
those of 1901 by 19.2 per cent. Retail 
trade in seasonable merchandise is fully 
up to the average, and there is less than 
the customary midsummer quiet among 
wholesalers, while the preparations of 
jobbers and manufacturers indicate con- 
fidence in a large fall business. * 

‘‘Unsettled conditions still exist in forge 
and foundry piz iron markets, while 
Bessemer iron is only barely steady. The 
chief difficulty appears to be the inclina- 
tion of prospective purchasers to wait for 
the lowest possible quotations. This con- 
dition appears unusually aggravating in 
the present instance. Current consump- 
tion is heavy, and the delay is only in 
connection with distant deliveries. Struc- 
tural steel begins to reflect the settle- 
memt of labor troubles in the building 
trades, but several important undertak- 
ings have been postponed until next year. 
Merchant steel and pipe are in better 
demand. Steel rails are sold. well. into 
1904, and other railway equipment is siiil 
one of the best features in the industry. 
Southern iron furnaces and steel milis 
are affected adversely by the coal miners’ 
strike, although there is a belief that 
settiement will not long be delayed. 

“It is a season of uncertainty in the 
manufacture of cotton goods, and noth- 
ing in the nature of improvement can be 
expected until the artificial position of 
the raw material is radically altered, 
Supplies of cotton. goods in first hands 
are low, and there is no effort to make 
spot sales. Buyers fill their requirements 
for immediate distribution, but in no de- 
partment of this great industry is there 
any inclination to anticipate needs of even 
ihe near future. As supplies diminish 
there is a corresponding stiffening of 
quotations. Mills are steadily curtailing 
production, both here and abroad. 

“New light weight woolens are being 
opened with fair results only, buyers 
exhibiting no anxiety regarding the. fu- 
ture. Silks are firm, owing to curtailed 
production and the high prices com- 
manded by the raw material, 

‘‘Western jobbers are operating freely 
in the Boston footwear market, both on 
contracts for spring goods and supple- 
mentary fall orders. Eastern wholesalers 
are also purchasing additional fall sup- 
plies and New England factories are fully 
occupied. 

“Failures this week are 213 in the 
United States, against 213 last year, and 
16 in Canada, compared with 20 a year 
ago.’’
